results of the world war. 
We have 


'hoard and read a great deal about the 
iloss of life, the destruction of prop- 
erty the financial burdens, the po- 
litical''readjustments, the 
new eco- 


nomic relations which the war has 
occasioned. 
But trTe-most important 


change wrought by the great conflict 


-'soemingly has 
been accorded scant 


consideration.-namely, that the world 
of ideas has been shattered even more 
ruthlessly find 
completely than the 


world of material things. If Mars has

For there is a greater need to- 
day than "ever in the past for scientific 
knowledge of commerce, distribution,, 
trade conditions, finance, economics, 
psychology, and art—in brief, all hu- 
man knowledge—in the advertising 
profession."

JC it i 
is looking after the welfare of the | 
workers'it cannot trump up such a 
false excuse for opposing a plan to I 
give toilers more enjoyment. 


We do .not believe that the Arnerl-. 


can F»:leration of Labor as- an or- 
ganization would vote for a repeal of 
the 
daylight 
saving- law. Ask the 


man in the factories his opinion of 
the law and he will almost invariably 
declare it is "great." 
It Is foolish for the federation con- 


ference to declare that the employers 
want i't because it will cut down ex- 
penses. 
Under present conditions a 


laboring- man knows that h.e,will work 
a certain number of hours for a cer- 
tain amount. • Whether he begins at 
6 o'clock in the morning or 7 o'clock 
makes no difference to the employer. 
In a majority of cases if a worker is 
required to put in overtime he is paid 
time and one-half or double time. 


It is true that the farmers are mak- 


ing- a 
protest against the daylight 


law, claiming that it works to, their 
detriment; 
But the farmers are in 


the- minority in^ this instance. , and 
without goingMnto a discussion of the
